5. An Association is in operation in the town known as the Driffi.ch 
Nureing Association by whom a fulltime nurse is employed whose 
services are available to subscribers. Very good work is being done 
by the nurse, 


In addition one C.M.B. nurse is working in the District, 
6. MATERNITY AND CHILD WELFARE. 


Thers is a Home in Driffield with le beds for lying—-in cases, 
There is also a Maternity Ward in the County Hosnvital. 


7. DIPHTHERIA ~ Immunisation. 

The number of children undergoing immunisation against Diphtheria 
remains at a considerably high level and of the children in the town 
of school age and under,955 have received treatment. 


. Tuberculosis Clinica: Clinic belonging to County Council available 
once a week in Beverlcy. 


Mental Diseases Clinic: Weekly at East Riding Mental Hospital, Beverley 


Orthopaedic Cases: Clinic monthly at Maternity Home,Driffield,. 
Veneral Diseases treated in Hull Royal Infirmary and York County 
Hospital,free of charge. 


Bacteriological Examinations carried out at the Scarborough North 
Riding Laboratory md the Laboratory at the Beverley Base Hospital. 


8. HOSPITALS. 

The Sanatorium at Raywell belonging to the County Council is 
open to the District and East Riding generally. There is an 
Isolation Hospital for infectious diseases at Driffield open to the 
Rast Riding. 


9. SMALL POX, 
The County Council has a Small-Pox Hospital at Shipton for the 
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whole district. There is a motor ambulance kept in Driffield for 
cases of infectious diseases, 


10, AMBULANCE. 

_ Whilst no ambulance service is provided by the Local 
Authority,a whole-time ambulance is available for accident cases, 
manned by St.John's Ambulance personnel,and there is also a 
privately owned ambulance in the town, 


ii. WATER SUPPLY. 

The principal supply to the town is afforded by the 
Driffield Water Company - a private comany. It is estimated 
that 95% of the premises in the Urban District are provided with a 
piped supply. A chlorinating plant is installed and is in 
continuous use. 

During the year 12 samples of raw and 12 samples of 
treated water were sent for analysis to the North Riding Laboratory 
at Scarborough,all such samples being found to be satisfactory, 


The main in King's Mill Road was extended to King's Mill 
House and a main laid to serve the new Council Housing Estate on 
Northfield Road. 


There are about 120 private pumps in the district,most 
of which are connected to bores sunk into the chalk to 9 depth of 
approximately 45 feot. 


Six samples of water were taken from these private punps 
and on analysis,five were found to be satisfactory and one 
contaminated, In this casé the bove was closed and a piped supply 
da dc. 1ON » 


12. SEWAGE DISPOSAL. 

Duwing the year the 9 inch sewer in Spellowgate was 
extended approximately 50 yards to enable certain cottage property 
to be connected and the sewers in Manorfield Road and Meadow Road 
were extended as required by building development. 


With the object of prventing infiltration of surface 
water 200 yards length of sewer at the North End of the town wag 
re-laid in cast iron pines. 


The number of casspools remains at 13,the same as last 
year. 


Closet Accommodation, 

There are 758 pail closets in the District whilst 47 have 
been converted to water closets under a conversion scheme by hich 
the Council contributes ~ 50% or £6 (whichever is the lees) towards 
the cost of such conversions. 


13. PUBLIC CONVENIENCES, 

All the collection of house refuse and the emptying cf 
earthclosets,ashpits and cesspools is carried out by the Council's 
workmen. 


A Scammell mechanical articulated horse with watertight 
trailer is employed in the cleansing of earthclosets and cesspools, 
a portable pump being used to empty the latter. 


The whole of the household refuse is disposed of by 
tipping on a site rented for the purpose situate off Scarborough 
Ro ade
